OREGON — I Special i — A 13- 
year-old Oregon girl, who took a 
loaded 38-calib er revolver to .school 
last Thu srday, told Ogle Cou nty 
Ju dge Helen Ru tkowski this m orn­ 
ing she had not changed her mind 
ab ou t plans to shoot a classm ate. 
The ju dge schedu led a psychi­ 
atric ex amination Tu esday for the 
girl, who was vagu e ab ou t reasons 
for her plan, b u t insisted she was 
going to shoot another 13-year-old 
girl. She said she ex pected to shoot 
several others, also, b u t t ha t ,her 
chief target was the classm ate. 
Ogle Cou nty Sheriff Charles Allen 
and depu ties searched the girl s 
home and confiscated two revol­ 
vers, a pellet gu n. a shotgu n and 
an 18-inch fighting-type knife. Her 
father reportedly said he consid­ 
ered su ch artillery norm al for the 
home. 
The girl was arrested after the 
weapon was fou nd in her coat poc k­ 
et at Oregon grade school T hu rs­ 
day. She appeared this morning 
on a delinqu ency petition filed at 
the req u est of Cou nty Prob ation 
Officer Lillian Llewellen. 
The girl 
was confined in the 
Ogle Cou nty jail. The hearing was 
continu ed u ntil after the psychi­ 
atric ex amination in Dix on.

New Pla g ue fo r Fa rmers 


We have heard a great deal, with good 
reason, abou t the ravages of prolonged 
drou ght in the Plains States and the Sou th­ 
west. Only recently have we begu n to appre­ 
ciate the gravity of a new and spreading 
menace to the nation’s su pply of food and 
fibers and the well-being of its farmers. 
The menace is the Argentine fire ant, a 
y ellow-orange insect with a viciou s red-hot 
sting and a destru ctive capacity of bu ilding 
16-inch-high earth mou nds in colossal nu m­ 
bers on fru itfu l farmland. One mou nd con­ 
tained some 25.000 ants. An acre may find 
60 to 70 mou nds, with a total of perhaps 
1.500,000 ants. 
Thu s far fire ants have spread across 
some 20 million U.S. acres in Texas, Lou isi­ 
ana, Mississippi, Alabama, Georgia, Florida 
and scattered spots in Arkansas an d the 
Carolinas. Where they infest the land, crops 
do not grow and both hu man beings and 
animals can su ffer from their sting. 
Alabama alone has 50,000 acres u nder 


the fire ant scou rge. Au thorities estimate 
that damage in 37 cou nties this y ear will 
come to more than 25 million dollars. One 
forecast was that at the present rate of 
spread every tillable acre in the state wou ld 
be infested in three y ears. 
Farm experts fear that the plagu e soon 
will spread north to dairy , corn and wheat 
lands. At its present pace it might reach 
Pennsy lvania and New York within a decade 
or less. A few hu ndred ants transported to 
northern areas cou ld mu ltiply into a major 
threat in a few y ears. 
Combating the menace is expensive and 
difficu lt. Control with chemical eradicators 
can cost $5 to $15 an acre. Most farmers 
cannot bear su ch a load on top of normal 
expenses. 
The U.S. Senate recently endorsed a bill 
to-fight fire ants with federal facilities and 
fu nds. The Hou se has y et to act and, clearly , 
time is vital in this insect warfare. Twenty 
million acres is not something to dismiss 
with a shru g while lawmakers dawdle.

The Do cto r Sa ys: 


By DK. EDWIN P. J ORDAN, M.D, 


A man writes that his dau ghter-in-law u nderwent 
removal of part of a lu ng for what had been diag­ 
nosed as “ Valley Fever.” His qu estion is whether 
there is su ch a disease, or whether it is another kind 
of tu bercu losis. 
The answer is that there is su jh a disease and it 
is distinct from tu bercu losis. It is the resu lt of in­ 
vasion of the body with a fu ngu s (tiny plant) and 
which is also known as San Joaqu in Fever and more 
correctly as coccidioidomy cosis. 
So far this disease has occu rred most frequ ently 
in parts of sou thern California, bu t it has also been 
fou nd in other sections of the sou thwestern United 
States and there are reasons for believing that it is 
spreading slowly eastward. Unfortu nately , it m ay 
become better known in other parts of the continent. 
Aside from its gradu al spread, it m ay be of gen­ 
eral interest becau se there are so m any military 
cam ps in the sou thwest in which y ou ng men and 
women from other sections m ay be qu artered, and 
consequ ently exposed. 
The fu ngu s responsible for the disease has been 
fou nd in mem bers of the rodent family and in the 
soil. Hu man beings m ay be attacked by this fu ngu s 
either throu gh a break in the skin, or more com ­ 
monly , by inhalation. 


It is not spread directly , thou gh there have been 
a good many laboratory infections in those who have 
been stu dy ing the organism. 
When acqu ired by inhalation, sy mptoms m ay be 
entirely absent. Bu t if the reaction to the infection 
is severe enou gh, cou gh, loss of appetite, fever, head­ 
ache and other sy mptoms mu ch like those of tu ber­ 
cu losis of the lu ngs are likely to occu r. 
Qu ite often, after a week or two, skin lesions 
m ay appear. It is this kind of coccidioidomy cosis 
which is sometimes knowm as San Joaqu in Fever, 
desert fever, Valley Fever, or “ the bu m ps.” 
The ou tlook for those attacked by the disease is 
u su ally good. Most recover promptly withou t any 
special treatm ent. Occasionally a person gets a form 
which is pretty generalized or which attacks m em ­ 
branes lining the central nervou s sy stem. Under su ch 
circu mstances the ou tlook is poor. 
Also, the chronic ty pe is difficu lt to treat becau se 
there does not appear to be any dru g or medicine 
particu larly effective. 
Coccidioidomy cosis is at present largely a region­ 
al problem and does not affliet#m any people. W'hat 
the fu tu re will bring, however, is another m atter and 
the spread of coccidioidomy cosis and its direction 
mu st be watched carefu lly .
